In today's hand South's open-’ 
ing bid of one no-trump shows 
balanced distribution, stoppers in 
at least three sults, and a count 
of 16 to 18 points. North can well 
afford. to raise to three no-trump 
with a count of 18 points, No 
knows that the combined count:is 
between 26 and 28 points, which 
is ample for game but not cnough 
for glam, : . 

Possession of the right count 
docs‘ not necestarily . make the 
yame contract for you. It is still 
necessary to play the cards pro- 
perly, : 

In the case of today's hand, 
South must mnke the correct play 
at the first trick. He must play 
low from dummy and wi with 
the ace of spades in the South 
hand. South now leads one of 
the minor sults, and West takes 
the ace at once, 


West continues spades, and 
South must finesse the jack, For 
all South can tell, West may be 
leading from a long sult headed 
by the‘queen of spades, in which 
ease the finesse will succeed. If 
the finesse loses, and if East can 
continuo the suit, the spades will 
then break 4-3, and the defend- 
ers can take at most two spade 
tricks and two aces, 


In this case ‘the spade finesse 
loses, and the suit is broken 5-2. 
Declarer is saved, however, by 
the fact that East cannot con- 
tinue spades after winning with 
his queen. No matter which euit 
Enst retums, South can easily 
regain the Iead and knocie out 
the other_ace while dummy, still 
has a stopper jin spades, 

Now observe what happens if 
declarer makes the mistake of 
playlng the jack of spades from 
the dummy at the first trick.
